2. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

3. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 10, drawn to method of printing. 

Group II, claim(s) 1 1-19, drawn to method of making paper. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Where a group of 
inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement for unity of invention shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a special technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more of the same corresponding technical features which define a 
contribution over the prior art. The special technical feature of the present invention - a 
paper substrate containing aluminum trihydrate - does not define a contribution over 
the prior art, as is revealed by Ruch (US 5,902,453) on col. 5, lines 45-63 and col. 7, 
lines 16-25 and 49-57. Consequently, a lack of unity of invention exists. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

6. Claims 1-9 and 20-36 provide for the use of a recording sheet, but, since the 
claims do not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. Since the above claims are improper, and the Examiner was unable to 
classify them, they are currently withdrawn from consideration. The Applicant is 
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advised to rewrite the claims in a proper format, and then the Examiner will consider the 
claims.
